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Joan of Arc had two flags or banners specially made for her. One was her personal 
flag. The other was her company’s flag. Another word for flag is standard. 

Carrying banners and flags can be traced back almost certainly to the ancient 
Indians or Chinese. Flags were always carried during wars and identified friends and 
foes. They were also used as rallying points. Symbols stood for different things, 
such as a lion for strength and courage and an eagle for power or keen vision.

9. Yes, Joan saved France. 

10. England tricked Charles into signing 
a treaty, and then they captured 
Joan, accusing her of witchcraft. 

11. Joan was found guilty of witchcraft 
and burned at the stake. 

12. Twenty-five years after her death, 
her name was cleared and today 
France honors Joan of Arc as a 
saint. 
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The year is 1429. France clings 
desperately to independence as 
English invaders advance into 
French territory. Just as the city 
of Orleans seems certain to fall, a 
16-year-old maiden from Lorraine 
rises out of nowhere and through 
sheer, bold faith rallies her countrymen 
to a surprising victory. Yet the 
celebration is short-lived; through 
treachery the English kidnap the girl, 
brand her a witch, and burn her at the 
stake. And so is born the astonishing- 
but-true tale of Joan of Arc. 
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
